IT’S UP TO INDUSTRY. 
B. C. Forbes, editor of Forbes Magazine, is about 
as far from being a radical critic of big business 
as any American y ou could name. 
He lifts his 
v oice, not to condem n big business but to praise 
it. 
Consequently , Mr. Forbes’ recent caustic crit­ 
icism of American industry for its failure to tak e 
steps to remedy 
the unem ploy m ent 
situation 
comes with unusual force. 
It is worth listening 
to. 
“Industry ,” say s Mr. Forbes, “ha sn’t one or­ 
ganization, representing its best brains, devoting 
itself seriously , sy stematically , scientifically , to 
handling the whole subject of employ ment and 
unem ploy ment. 
“There is no co-ordinated m achinery for co­ 
operating with the work less to find work . Indus­ 
try feels perfectly free to dismiss breadwinners 
by the hundreds and by the thousands without 
giving a thought as to how these breadwinners 
m ay succeed or fail in earning bread for the m ­ 
selves and their families. 
« 
“This far-reaching evil cannot be airily dis­ 
missed with the superficial rem ark , ‘Panics al­ 


way s cause unemploy ment. 
There will soon be 
work for all.’ 
“The disturbing truth is tha t our economic rev­ 
olution had released an abnorm al num ber of 
work ers even during our period of greatest pros­ 
perity . 
It is a com m entary upon how this whole 
problem has been neglected tha t neither govern­ 
m ent nor industry has tak en the pains even to 
k eep track of the extent of unem ploy m ent from 
m onth to m onth, from season to season.” 


All of this is rather caustic. But there is a good 
deal of sober sense in it; and the fact tha t it 
comes from Mr. Forbes, and not from some es­ 
tablished foe of “the interests” mak es it all the 
more impressive. Mr. Forbes follows it with this 
w arning: 
“If industry confesses its indifference or its 
inability to wrestle with the problem of unem ­ 
ploy ment. including the older work ers, depend 
upon it tha t the politician will step in.” 
In other words — the more earnestly an indus­ 
trialist believes tha t the government should k eep 
its hands off of the world business, the more 
earnestly he should try to co-operate with his fel­ 
lows to solve this pressing problem. 
Industry would be well advised to tak e Mr. 
Forbes’ words to heart.

Rush county is eighteen miles 


wide, east and west and twenty- 
three, north and south. By con- 
gressional survey, it lies in four 
ranges of townships, each way, 
because of the fact that civil 
(townships are laid off without 
regard to survey. Hence we find 
the county in township 12, 13, 14 
and 15 north, and in four ranges 
east and west 8, 9,10 and 11 east. 
Three sections or three miles of 
range eight on the west are in 
Shelby CO., and three miles -of 
range 11 on the east are in^Fay- 
ette and Franklin. Only two 
complete ranges of townships lie 
in the county—9 and 10. 


As has been stated this terri- 


tory had been ceded by the Dela- 
ware Indians to the United 
States, and the government sur- 
veyors finished their work, July 
23, 1819 and April 29, 1820. A 
land office was opened at Brook- 
ville, Ind., on Monday, October 
2, 1820. Dr. Arnold in his history 
of Rush county, names October 
1, 1820 as the date but that date 
was Sunday. 


Until 1822, the land now em- 


braced in Rush county was a 
part of Franklin county and aft- 
er Rush was, by legislative enact- 
ment, laid out by metes and 
bounds, we were for years at- 
tached to Franklin for judicial 
purposes. The county seat was 
laid out June 17, 1822, and 
named Rushville and by July fol- 
lowing, was platted and lots of- 
fered for sale. 


Six other .counties 'touch our 


borders viz: Henry on the north; 
Shelby and Hancock on the west; 
Fayette and Franklin on the 
east and Decatur on the south, 


with an area of 414 square miles 
or 182.16 acres. The assessors 
books fall far short of that aver- 
age, but we must remember that 
roads, 
railroads, 
graveyards, 


school grounds, church and pub- 
lic property are deducted and on 
the tax duplicate, these are all 
omitted. 


In the history just quoted, we 


are told that the first county 
commissioner's court, convened 
the first Monday in March, 1822. 
The first Monday in March that 
year was March 4, twenty-seven 
days before the act organizing 
the county, took effect. Well be 
that as it may," we know-early 
records were poorly reported and 
absolute reliance on them, will 
often lead us into error. Many 
facts stated -surprise us, as for 
instance, the legalizing act of 
organization, . provided 
that,, 


••Circuit courts and ail other 
courts of the- county of Rush, 
shall be held at the house of, 
Stephen Sims, aforesaid until 
suitable accommodations can be 
had at the seat of justice," yet 
we find only one half day ses- 
sion of the Circuit court held 
there, on record, but an adjourn- 
ed session, held that afternoon 
at -Boss1' Perkins corner—pos- 
sibly to inspect the first- still in 
Rush county. 


Rushville is located on the 


right bank of Flat,Hock, 36 miles 
east and 11 miles south of the 
Soldiers' .monument in Indian- 
apolis and it is 39 3-10 .fiiiles by 
rail to,that city. Our elevation 
above sea level is only 983 feet, 
while Farmington, Griffin and 
Glenwood'are in excess of 1000 
feet.—Olenwood being ;1092 ft., 


Gings Station is 1013; McMillan's 
1025 
feet above sea level. Weed 


Patch Knob, in Brown county is 
only 81 ft. higher than Glen- 
wood, while Rushville is 159 feet 
below the Glenwood sea level. 
Generally speaking, the county 
is level and the bluffs found 
along Flat Rock and Big Blue 
rivers are not, properly speaking 
hills, but the result of gorges 
made by erosion. The elevation 
at Glenwood, however, is more 
than 100 feet above the elevation 
of the central part of the coun- 
ty, while Beaver Meadow Creek 
is 88 feet lower than Rushville— 
all of which is shown by the 
general flow of the 
streams, 


south and west. 


There is not a hill in Rush 


county which is 2u feet higher 
than the general el-vation—but 
who cares for geology. Speci- 
mens of coral have been found, 
near the Little Flat Rock Chris- 
tian church, but this is not in- 
tended to start a "rush" such as 
recently happened near Ander- 
son. 


Rush county is dependent for 


its wealth on the products of 
the soU and this varies hi quality 
and the quality depends largely 
bn the care used in replacing the 
waste taken up by cropping. 
Grazing can liardly be said to be 
an industry in this state or coun- 
ty. The hog industry leads in 
the wealth production of the 
county and raises the question, 
"Does it go to extremes?" In an 
early day hog raising was a by- 
product and little attention was 
given to it, but the hogs were 
given the freedom of the un- 
fenced woodland and rounded 
up in the fall, fattened by feed- 
ing on mast. 


Few counties in the state, 


have a soil so well adapted to 
the production of all kinds of 
cereals, although but few varie- 
ties are produced. Add to this 
its adaptability to stock raising 
and such a thing, as complete 
failure, needs worry any, who 
does not specialize. Blue grass is 
as indigenous to Rush county 
as is the'burdock or Spanish- 
needle, and will in time, destroy 
most other weeds. 


Soon after the Civil war the 


introduction of -blooded" stock 
began in the introduction of 
pure bred sires in both horses 
and cattle. Pure bred hogs fol- 
lowed much later, but this gen- 
eration, has seen the decay of 
horse raising, since electricity 
jand gasoline now furnishes our 
motor power in all our activites, 
whether • farming, manufactur- 
ing or traveling, as well as heavy 
hauling/ 


James Wilson of Noble town- 


ship introduced the Blue bull 
and Jim Monroe, breed of horses 
as well as many other strains. 
His horses were ranked with the 
best strains in America. Monroe 
Chief, had a trotting record of 
2.16 
3-4, while the Blue Bull 


strain ranked second in the trot- 
ting list. The breeder of pedi- 
greed stock, partook to a certain 
degree, the fame of his stock and 
"Jim" Wilson became known all 
over the land, and entertained 
more buyers, and' those interest- 
ed in fine horses, from nearly 
every state in .the union, than 
any other man, of any other cal- 
ling in Rush county. 


He haoVa splendid track on his 


farm, which hi season resembled 
a fair ground, as hundred gath- 
ered there to train their horses, 
or witness the marvelous driving 
of "Samp" Wilson or. that of his 
other soils. Rich and Diet The 
iron heel of time has eradicated 
every vestige and trace of that 
which made the Wilson, farm 
famous,'and only two of that

Just a word about water wells 


and 
source of supply. 
The 


theory, that water lies in stratas 
and that contamination follows 
each strata, when introduced is 
well founded, but the presence of 
surface conditions, rejects the 
idea that all wells in a given lo- 
cality 
ar,e 
squally 
affected. 


Rushville, by state tests, has ex- 
cellent water circulating in her 
water mains, but no two wells 
produce water at the 
same 


depth, as all our supply comes 
from limestone depths, which is 
impervious to surface pollution. 
But let us consider the dug or 
driven wells of a former date 
and see how uncertain the depth 
at which water was found. 


Two wells put down Just west 


of Main streer, and north of 
Third were only twelve and 
eighteen feet deep, while one 
lust west and one just east found 
no water at 27 and 37 feet 
respectively. The old court house 
well had an inexhaustable sup- 
ply of water at ,18 feet. A well 
put down 58 feet near the junc- 
tion railroad depot gave no 
water while another near the J. 
M. & I. tailro'ad southwest, gave 
no water at 87 feet. In another 
test made in the triangle formed 
by those roads and Main street, 
an abundant supply was found 
at 38 feet, which shows that this, 
difference is not due to inequal- 
ity of surface conditions. The 
same is true of our city wells. 
The famous springs oh First' 
street, have long ago .disappear- 
ed. Digging gas wells in near 
territory has caused the destruc- 
tion of water supply in many 
places and at times led to dam-; 
age suits.

'It you want to preserve your 


•winter clothing for another sea- 
. son's -wear, don't wait until the 
moths begin to hover about the 
table lamp. By that #me they 
may have started their destruc- 
tive campaign by deposting eggf 


- In the folds of your favorite 


frock. These eggs, you doubtless 
know, -will eventually hatch intc 
'the tiny -white larvae that feasl 
upon fabrics. Their preference is 
lor soiled areas. 
It is therefore advisable to 


launder all washable garments 
before storing them away on the 
'doset shelf. Examine each gar- 
ment ^carefully for spots and 
stains. Ordinary spots will readi- 
ly dissolve in warm soapy water 
If it is necessary to use a special 
.spot remover, wash out all trace? 
of the chemical as soon as it has 
taken effect or it is likely to rot 
;the fabric. 
Ironing is necessary at this 


time. Roll each piece separately 
place it in a box, and seal the 
box by pasting strips of gummed 
paper over the openings. If you 
feel there is need for an addi- 
tional safeguard, place a ouanti- 
ty -of naphthalene, paradichloro- 
benzene or some other reliable 
moth repellant inside the box 
These substances are useless if 
merely sprinkled on a closet 
shelf or in a bureau drawer. 


Cedar chests and closets are 


practical for storage purposes, a» 
their odor will kill the young or 
newly hatched larvae of the 
clothes nioth. It will not kill the 
full grown moth, nor will it have 
any effect upon the eggs or the- 
older larvae. The odor, however 
is repellant to the full-grown 
moth, so if the clothing is free 
from eggs or larvae when it is 
placed in a cedar closet or chest, 
there is no cause for worry. 


'Garments which cannot be 


washed should be dry cleaned or 
brushed thoroughlv and hung 
out of doors on a sunny day be- 
' fore they are packed away. If 


hung in paner clothes bags, they 
too should be carefully sealed.
